ning design for the Grant Ave.-Bush st. landmark. 

For those of us who can remember that far back，it was 
in the early years of the George Christopher administration 
一 in 19254, to be exact 一 that Chinatown was asked by the 
City， in effect, “What can we do for you2” 

And， like a kid playing Mommy at the supermarket， 
self-elected “representatives” of Chinatown decided on a 
Gateway, thus initiating the grueling task of funding, locating, 
designing, and (still to be done, of course) building the struc- 
ture. 

Which makes City Hall happy. After all, $70,000 is noth- 
ing to _civic leaders，but it means，since theyve displayed 
acquiescense to Chinatown requests,， votes :inithieirspockets at 
the mere mention of t+Fhe Gateway. 

The project brings a gleam into many Chinatown leaders- 
eyes，as they-=rest their heads onto their satin pillows，enjoy 
images of the colorful，gigantic_ Gateway; and think of how 
iadd more tourist business to the area. 

And，naturally ，a project as :big as this one will never 
exactly dent the morale of bidding designers，architects，real 
estate men, and contractors.
